We are of the firm belief that it 4g advisable that + 
am be confined to the buviness district in which they are 
now conducted, and that the number of saloons should not ex- 
ceed the number now engaged in business, and with this re- 
q striction against increasing the number of saloons, we favor 
WA tas ME 6.20. to $500.00. 

We have prepared an ordinance covering the features 
of all three of the ordinances now before the council, and we 
believe that it would be better to pass one ordinance fully
